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Memorial to the Legislature. 


The following Memorial has been 
presented to both Houses of the Legis­ 
lature and referred to the appropriate 
Committees: 
The undersigned, your memorialists, 
citizens of Los Angeles and tíau Ber­ 
nardino Counties, would most respect­ 
fully represent to your Honorable 
bodies, that they are engaged in agri­ 
cultural pursuits; that they represent 
the farming interests of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, being presiding 
officers of 
Granges of the Patrons of Husbandry, 
an Order established and maintained 
by the farmers of the country for the 
purpose of advancing the interests of 
agriculture and promoting the general 
welfare of the farming classes. They 
would further represent that there are 
in the two above-mentioned counties 
seventeen subordinate Granges, con­ 
taining a membership of about one 
thousand persons; that these Granges 
are scattered throughout the settle­ 
ments of the two counties, and are 
composed almost entirely of practical 
farmers who make tilling the soil their 
only business; and that the farming 
population are rapidly enrolling their 
names as members of the order; that 
in order to more effectually combine 
their influence and co-operate for the 
common good, the above mentioned 
Granges nave organized a District 
Council composed of delegates from 
each one of the Granges In the District. 
They would still further represent 
th at in their opinion, a well regulated 
Agricultural Fair can be made one of 
the most effective means in the hands 
of the farmer to advance farming in­ 
terests and stimulate the masses to 
improve their present lack of system 
in farming and stock raising; that at a 
meeting of the above mentioned Coun­ 
cil Hela in the City of Los Angeles on 
the third day of January, 1874, resolu­ 
tions were adopted expressing an entire 
lack of conffdence in the management 
of the Southern California District 
Agricultural 
Association, 
on 
the 
ground that the entire energies of the 
Society was devoted to horse racing 
and pool selling, and that the interests 
of agriculture were entirely ignored. 
In proof of this state of affairs, we 
would call the attention of your Hon­ 
orable bodies u> the last fair held by 
the said so-called Agricultural Society 
at their grounds near the City of Los 
Angeles, commencing on Monday, 
November 10, 1873. At that Fair the 
sum of $3,650 was paid as premiums 
for various horse races—the premiums 
ranging from $50 to $500 each. At the 
same time only $843 was paid as pre­ 
miums on all other articles entered for 
exhibition, and so meagre was the list 
of articles on exhibition that there was 
E 
caotieally no competition, there being 
St four articles on the entire list which 
did not receive a premium. Nor was 
this the greatest evil. The entire ener­ 
gies of the Society seemed to be cen­ 
tered on the race-track, where fast 
running and fast trotting horses, under 
the management of the Association, 
continued throughout the entire week 
to be the center of attraction. These 
races were not run so much for the 
trial of speed as for the purpose of 
affording facilities for pool -selling, 
which was carried on extensively un­ 
der the management of the Society— 
the amount of pools sold during the 
week reaching the sum of $24,500. The 
people see no reason why the State of 
California should encourage public 
gambling under the guise of fostering 
agricultural interests; arid your memo­ 
rialists would most respectfully protest, 
in the name of the formers of Southern 
California, against extending further 
aid to this Association, and would ask 
that the State turn its 
attention 
towards fostering legitimate agricul­ 
tural pursuits. 
Your memorialists would further 
represent that at the meeting of the 
District Council above referred to it was 
unanimously resolved to Ihcorporate 
under the laws of the State the “ Agri­ 
cultural and Mechanical Exposition of 
Southern California;” that tne articles 
of incorporation were duly prepared, 
fixing the amount of the capital stock 
at $50,000; the principal place of busi­ 
ness, Los Angeles; the time for which 
the incorporation is to exist, fifty 
years, ana the names of the Directors 
for the first year, as follows, to w it: 
J. F. Marquis, of Los Nietos; J. J. 
Morton, of Compton; J. L. Nichols, of 
Los Angeles; L. W. Wilkenson, of 
Florence; John T. Gordon, of Azusa; 
J, Q. A. Stanley, of Los Angeles; J. 
S, Thomson, of Los Angeles; Edward 
Evey, of Anaheim; J. E. McComas, of 
Compton; H. L. Montgomery of Los 
Nietos; A. B. Hayward of Richland. 
Your memorialists would further 
state, that on the 9th day of January, 
1874, the above named Directors assem­ 
bled In Lqs Angeles and perfected the 
articles of incorporation; and had them 
duly filed in accordance with the pro­ 
visions of the Civil Code; that a por­ 
tion of the stock has been already sub­ 
scribed, and that the balance will be 
readily disposed of as soon as it is 
properly presented to the people; that 
ten per cent of the capital stoca will be 
pala in at the time of its being taken; 
that tty (Jqwpapy hafve already re­ 
ceived propositions from several par­ 
ties proposing to donate suitable tracts 
of land to the Company for the pur­ 
poses of Fair Grounds: that the Com­ 
pany proposes to select the most suita­ 
ble location and fix it up in time to 
hold an Agricultural and Mechanical 
Fair durlrig the Autumn of 1874; that 
at the Fairs to fee-held by this Society, 
liberal premiums will be offbred for all 
valuable agricultural, mechanloal and 
mineral productions, as well as the 
Improvement of stock; that premiums 
wifi be offered for the fastest running, 
the fastest trotting, the fastest pacing, 
and the fastest walking horses, as well 
as the best draught horses; but all 
races shall be conducted as trials of 
speed, and no pool selling or other 
gambling will do permitted on the 
grounds. 
Inasmuch as it will require a large 
outlay to properly improve the grounds 
for the holding of such an exposition, 
as is contemplated, and-in view of the 


fact that it is considered the duty of 
the Ktate to aid legitimate enterprises 
of this kind, therefore your memorial­ 
ists would respectfully ask that the 
State grant an appropriation to the 
Agricultural and Mechanical Exposi­ 
tion of Southern California, for the 
purpose of aiding it in fitting up its 
! 
;rounds and holding its First Annual 
Exposition in the Fall of 1874.

Exports 0ver|and. 


But a few years since California was 
an importer of all the necessaries of 
life, and nearly all of these came from 
the Atlantic States. At that time our 
only export was gold, and our imports 
were so large and expensive that at 
the end of the year we liad but 
very little gold left. But within the 
last ten years a change has been grad­ 
ually going on in* this respect, a#d 
while our product of gold is now some­ 
what less than formerly, we are pro­ 
ducing nearly all the necessaries of 
life in excess of consumption, and 
hence have become exporters of the 
same. A curious fact in connection 
with this change is that we are now 
sending thfese necessaries 
to the 
same States and people from whom 
we formerly received them. To illus­ 
trate we will state that during the 
month of January last we shipped 
over the Central Pacifio Railroad East, 
the following articles and quantities, 
all the products of our State : 3,059,964’ 
E 
ounds of barley; 43,095 pounds of 
eans; 107,539 pounds of borax; 193,742 
pounds of butter; 38,995 pounds of 
chicory; 6,526 yards domestic flannel; 
20,415 pounds of flour; 111,858 pounds 
dried fruit: 2,534 pounds green fruit; 
2,015pounds glue; 8,710pounds honey; 
893 pounds hops; 81,470 pounds feather; 
21,350 feet of lumber; 19,334 pounds of 
machinery; 21,000 pounds of malt; 
20,780 pounds of powder; 1,200 pounds 
of giant powder; 52,038 pounds of 
quicksilver; and 92,210 pounds of sal­ 
mon. The above is a good showing 
for the first month of 1874 of our ex­ 
ports to our sister States. Should the 
season be as favorable as we have rea­ 
son to hope, it will be the most satis­ 
factory ever experienced in the State. 


High and Low Interest. 


The following article shows the ad­ 
vantage of low rates of interest in busi­ 
ness. And the same holds true in re­ 
gard to the expenses of living. .Abun­ 
dance of circulating medium reduces 
the rates of interest: 
“Alexander Campbell is writing a 
series of articles for the Chicago Work­ 
ingman'» Advocate, on the National 
Finances and Currency. In discussing 
the effect of the htgh rate of interst in 
this couhtry upon the shipping inter­ 
est, he supposes an English and an 
American line of steamers, each con­ 
sisting of twelve vessels, to have been 
constructed with material of the same 
cost, and that seamen’s wages, insur­ 
ance, etc., are the same for each, but 
in the one case English capital bor­ 
rowed at four per cent, is employed, 
and in the other American capital at 
ten per cent. . Mr. Campbell states the 
account of the operations of these rival 
lines yea! by year, starting with the 
same capital and allowing each the 
same annual profit, and shows that at 
the end of three years the American 
line would fall so much behind as to 
be obliged to sell a vessel, which the 
Euglish line could purchase with its 
surplus profits; and a like transaction 
taking place at the end of the fifth, 
seventh, ninth, tenth, twelfth, thir­ 
teenth, fourteenth, fifteenth,sixteenth, 
seventeenth, and eighteenth years, the 
English capitalists would then own 
both lines, and have a surplus of over 
$100,000, while the American Com­ 
pany would own nothing, and owe a 
large debt. It is a striking illustra­ 
tion of the injurious effects of a high 
rate of interest, and so far as we can 
see is quite sound and unanswerable.” 
—[Mount Joy (Pa.) Herald.

A Change. 
The H erald office has changed 
owners. The one who from the out- 
start has borne the care, the anxiety 
and the expense has gone out, and 
ethers have taken his place. The 
paper is now under the control and is 
thef ownership of the business men of 
the city, and will be published in their 
interest; but it will also advocate the 
reform movement which has been its 
guide in the past. Honesty, truth, 
virtue and justice will be supported in 
the future, we trust, as earnestly as 
we know they have been in the past. 
A word in regard to expense may not 
be inappropriate. The late proprietor 
has lost money, for many who were in 
heart with reform and progress, who 
were in heart with the principles 
which the paper represented and still 
represents, sat idle, forgetting that it 
requires both money and care to run 
such a paper as the H erald has been. 
Few men realized that little less than 
$1,600 per month passed out from the 
office to pay simple running expenses, 
and that a hearty support was re­ 
quired to meet them. He has lost 
money, but does not regret the loss, if 
the cause of honesty and independence 
has been subserved. These words are 
written that those in sympathy with 
reform may in future come more 
readily to the support of the enter­ 
prise. 
All accounts up to the first of March 
are due the oAd proprietor. Bills will 
be sent out immediately, and all are 
expected to be prompt in payment. 
He will thus be saved expense, and it 
is poosible-they may also. About 
$1,500 are due the H erald from vari­ 
ous sources, and this must be at once 
collected. 
Phillips os the Currency. 
Wendell Phillips, the Massachusetts 
orator, has written a letter, which we 
print in another column, addressed to 
B. F. Butler, and devoted to an eluci­ 
dation of the financial questions that 
are agitating the country. Mr. Phil­ 
lips is more of a theorist than a prac­ 
tical man of business, and his views 
while in some particulars good, par­ 
take in a measure of the theoretic and 
impracticable. Among the latter we 
may class his proposition to have the 
Government loan money on real 
estate security. 
There is a good deal of the paternal 
about our Government as now admin­ 
istered, but even the most enthusias­ 
tic friend of the Administration would, 
we fancy, hesitate before turning the 
Treasury into an immense banking 
establishment, where the needy and 
greedy camp-followers of the party 
that happened to be in power, could 
have their political services repaid in 
loans of Government greenbacks. 
No, we do not need a brokerage 
establishment. The government is 
empowered by the constitution to coin 
money, and to make it a legal tender. 
It is simply impossible to transact all 
our immense bulk of business in coin, 
even if we had it, and a paper currency 
is found to be necessary. This curren­ 
cy has been better furnished by the 
Treasury than by any other agency. 
Mr. Philips' plan is to have the 
government issue bonds that are inter­ 
changeable for currency, and this por­ 
tion of his letter we heartily endorse. 
The plan advocated by him is the 
same in substance as the one so ably 
pushed by the New York Mercantile 
Journal and seconded by Judge 
Kelley, B. F. Butler and others. 
Stripped of all side issues it consists 
in the issue of a given amount of 
bonds bearing a low rate of interest, 
the holder of which may at any time 
deposit them in the Treasury and re­ 
ceive instead nearly their equivalent 
in circulating notes. The interest ou 
the bonds is to cease while they are 
deposited, but at the option of the 
holder, currency can be returned, and 
the bonds taken up, when the interest 
will begin to run. 
* The advantage of this plan is the 
flexibility that it gives to the cur­ 
rency. When money is in demand the 
bonds will be deposited, and the cur­ 
rency drawn out to supply the wants 
of business men. When there is more 
currency in circulation than is needed, 
and it begins to accumulate at the 
business centers, it will be returned to 
the Treasury and exchanged for the 
bonds. 
If the currency thus issued is made 
a legal tender for ail dues, public and 
private, the occupation of the gam­ 
blers who make mony by getting up 
corners in gold and greenbacks, will 
be gone, and we shall no more ex­ 
perience such a state of things as oc­ 
curred last fall, when the entire busi­ 
ness community was at the mercy of a 
few speculators, and men of undoubted 
solvency, failed, because of che scarci­ 
ty of currency. 
T h e Bakersfield Courier of the 21st 
instant learns that work “was to have 
been commenced on the extension of 
the railroad southward from Delano 
on Monday, but seems to have been 
delayed by the bad weather. Proba­ 
bly it will be proceeded with as soon 
as there is a reasonable certainty that 
the rains are over." 


WEttave received number two of 
the Bsn Bernardino Morning Argue, 
the advent of which we announced a 
few days since. It is a neat little 
twenty-column sheet and is well filled 
with news and miscellaneous matter. 
The field it proposes to occupy is not 
as extensive as cquld be wished, but 
we hope its enterprising publishers 
will meet with success. 
> 
Chamber el Commerce. 
An Important meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce was held last night. 
A communication was received from 
George A. Clark in relation to indorse­ 
ment by the Chamber of his proposed 
Bureau of Information. Referred to 
Committee on Newspapers and Corres­ 
pondence. 
A communication was received from 
Gen. Banning, in regard to duties 
on tropical fruits, stating that the 
matter had been definitely and favor­ 
ably settled, and that the said duties 
would probably remain as heretofore. 
A communication was received from 
Wm. McPherson in regard to acting 
as Corresponding Secretary, and writ­ 
ing a pamphlet for distribution by the 
Chamber. 
M. J. Newmark presented for the 
consideration of the Board, a masterly 
and exhaustive communication on the 
duty on still wines, etc., addressed to 
the Senators and Members of Con­ 
gress from thiB State. The letter was 
heartily commended by the entire 
Board, apd the Secretary was ordered 
to transmit copies to each member of 
our Congressional Delegation. 
[This valuable letter will be pub­ 
lished in hill in to-morrow’s issue.— 
R e p.] 
Mr. Newmark also submitted on 
able communication to the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, respectful­ 
ly suggesting the propriety of having 
their through steamers call at Wil­ 
mington. The communication very 
clearly set forth the importance of the 
eommerce that is now seeking fora 
direct channel of conveyance to the 
East, and called attention to the in­ 
terest the company have in fostering 
and encouraging this trade. 
Gov. Downey presented a series of 
resolutions setting forth the import­ 
ance of securing the establishment of 
a line of steamers that will be able to 
come to the wharf at Wilmington, 
thus doing away with lighterage, an a 
especially recommending the mer­ 
chants and business men of this city 
and county to give their patronage 
and encouragement to the first line 
that will afford us such facilities. The 
Governor supported his resolutions in 
a lucid and convincing speech, and 
they were adopted without a dissent­ 
ing voice. 
[These resolutions will be published 
to-morrow.—R e p . J 
A communication was received from 
Mark Hopkins, Vice-President and 
general manager of the L. A. A S. P. 
Railroad, strongly favoring the early 
abolition of the lighterage system, and 
stating that he would make every ef­ 
fort to accomplish this desirable re­ 
sult.The letter was received by the Board 
with great favor and will appear with 
other important communications in 
our next issue. 
Gen. Banning by special request ad­ 
dressed the Board on various topics. 
Among the most important matters 
alluded to was the early completion of 
his proposed wharf at Wilmington. 
The General considers this proposed 
improvement the most important en­ 
terprise now attracting the attention 
of the people of Southern California, 
and in this opinion; the Board seem to 
concur. He is confident of having it 
completed and ready for business in 
three months. A track connecting the 
railroad with the wharf will be built 
immediately on its completion, and 
the wharf will be so constructed as to 
readily accomodate the entire com­ 
merce of this section, and accessible 
either by team or rail. The General 
exhibited much enthusiasm, and his 
whole heart and energy are enlisted 
in the work. 
On motion it was resolved that the 
Committee on Harbor have a bill 
drawn and presented to the Legisla­ 
ture providing for the appointment of 
two pilots for the harbor of Wilming­ 
ton.This was one of the most important 
meetings that the Board ha» ever 
held. The interest felt in the objects 
for which the Chamber is so earnestly 
laboring, is shown by the fact that 
every one of the Board, beside quite a 
number of the members were present.

The Sutter Creek Independent of the 
14th has this: About a mile and a half 
north of Lancha Piaña, in this county, 
at a place called Alum Mountain, 
quite a pure quality of alum is found 
in large quantities in the form of in­ 
crustations on the rocks of that vicin­ 
ity. Persons living near this place 
have been for vears in the habit of 
collecting this aium to use for purify­ 
ing water, etc. Fifteen or sixteen 
years ago some parties proposed to lo­ 
cate these deposits and prepare the 
alum for market, but the idea was 
abandoned on account of the cost of 
transportation. It is possible that this 
deposit of a valuable commercial 
article may become of some value 
upon the completion of the lone rail­ 
road. 
The recent discovery of quicksilver 
deposits on the borders of Amador and 
El Dorado counties, is said to be de­ 
veloping finely. Assays make the ore 
worth $1,200 per ton. 
The question of levying the entire 
district of country lying between the 
Sacramento and Feather rivers is be­ 
ing agitated by the farmers in those 
sections. 
Sherman Island is said to have been 
made so firm by herding sheep on it 
that it now bears heavy plow teams. 
One farmer having made the experi­ 
ment, the others are adopting it. 
Reporta from Humboldt county an­ 
nounce much Buffering among stock 
from the last storm. Many yóung 
cattle and sheep have already died.

I pro­ 
pose, therefore, one system of curren­ 
cy for home use. and another entirely 
distinct for use between ourselves and 
fersignnations.

“ First—Take from the National 
Banks all right to Issue Mils, and 
oblige them to return what currency 
they have within a reasonable time. 
“ Accept the present greenbacks in 
payment of all debts due the Govern­ 
ment, and destroy them as fast os paid 
In. 
Second—Lat the United States lend 
greenbacks a t-3.65 per cent, per an­ 
num to any one who will pledge Na­ 
tional bonds or Improved land Per 
bonds thus pledged the owner is to 
have in greenbacks four-fifths of their 
par value. For land one-half or its 
value; such value to be the average of 
what said land has bsia appmised at 
for taxation during the last ten years. 
Such greenbacks tQ be legal tenders 
for 
iebts due the Governtnen 
well as for those, due private peraoi 
' 
its woe, the 
as 
ns. 
Let them state, iaoh 
manner in which they are to be re­ 
deemed, which I specify in the next 
paragraph. 
“Third—Any such borrower, who at 
any time finds he dasa not want his 
greenback, can, of oourse, return them 
and have his bond or land released to 
him. Atiy other holder of greenbacks 
can surrender them, and have in their 
stead a National bond bearing 3.65 per 
cent interest, payable in greenbacks, 
the principal psyment in gold in 20 or 
80 years from date. 
‘ 
“The results of such a system would 
be: 
First—To redeem and destroy the 
present greenbacks, and thus silence 
the complaint that Government does 
not keep faith in the matter of their 
redemption; and also to reduce the in­ 
terest on our National debt to about 
four per cent Suppose the nation thus 
issues (lends) $1,200.000,000 of curren­ 
cy, then it will receive over $40,000,000 
in interest. The annual interest on 
our debt is now in round numbefs 
$112,000,000. Subtract $40,000,000from 
this, and It leaves us to pay $90,000,000 
annually, which is less than four per 
per cent on the wbdedebt. 
“Twelve hundred millions of curren­ 
cy would be no extravagant estimate. 
We have two or three times this 
amount of what is really currency in 
their nature and effects as much as 
greenbacks are. Under my plan we 
should have fewer checks ana bills of 
exchange, and more greenbacks. But 
if we had these $1,200,000,000 of green­ 
backs, and beside the same amount of 
bills and checks as now, it would be 
no ill, and no wonder. France, an old, 
rich nation, thoroughly developed,has 
now twice the amount of National cur­ 
rency per head that we have. A new 
and undeveloped nation like ourselves 
ought to have twice the amount per 
head that France has. Hence, if our 
greenbacks were trebled, it would be 
well. 
“ Second—The second result would 
be, that neither the Bank of England, 
nor any ring, there or here, could dis­ 
turb our currency by a ‘corner* in gold 
or greenbacks. We should be beyond 
such interference. 
“ Third—In time capitalists will in­ 
vest in such bonds, since, in confor­ 
mity to their present theories, these 
bonds will at last be paid in gold. 
“ Fourth—We develop our new coun­ 
try by having money abundant at 3.65 
per cent, interest, and can thus com­ 
pete with any nation without a pro­ 
tective tariff. 
“ Why cannot we now compete with 
Scotland In ship-building, or with the 
Welsh in making rails ? Not because 
of our rate of wages—that is not the 
reason. Thomas Brassey the largest 
employer of labor, .perhaps, In this 
century, proves (see his life) that it is 
cheaper to build railways in Asia and 
Hungary, by carrying there English 
workmen, at 50 cents a day, than by 
employing natives on the spot at 10 
cents per day. It is not rate of wages 
that cripples our manufactures and our 
Western development. It is because 
our dead capitel—lands, buildings, 
machinery—is worth here 10, 12, and 
14 per cent. Abroad it is worth only 
3 percent., and we work to a constant 
disadvantage of 7 to 10 per cent, year 
by year. Give onr Eastern manufac­ 
turers and land holders money at 3 per 
cent, and we can then defy the com­ 
petition of the world. Keep your rev­ 
enue tariff to pay the debt. Abolish 
its protective element at once. 
I 
waive entirely, so far as our home cur- 
reucy is concerned, all abortive at­ 
tempts to keep a gold basis. We have 
never really had one. We have only 
pretended to have one. One dollar in 
gold to five or seven In paper, is no 
real gold basis. We have pretended 
it was, and as a'consequence it has 
happened inevitably that the moment 
confidence ceased the banks hare al­ 
ways suspended speeie payments. 
J ust the moment we needed specie, we 
could not get it out of the banks. It 
is of no use to try to keep up this sham 
any longer.
